WORKING BULLS. 


As we keep our bulls in this country, there

Few farmers 
keep more than one bull, and hence it is 
that they are not more in the habit of work- 
ing them. A bull may be worked alone with 
a suitable harness in a cart or wagon, and 
before the plough, harrow, or stone-boat. 
He is deliberate in his movements, but 
powerful; a single bull will often do as 
much ploughing as a pair of cattle. We 
have seen abull turn a twelve-inch furrow, 
eight inches deep in sod, with perfect ease, 
and walk as quickly as a “smart” pair of 
oxen. He must be putearly in training, 
taught to be guided by lines attached to the 
nose ring, and put early at such labor as he 
cando. We do not place the bull or any of 
his kindred high in the scale of animals with 
which habit becomes second nature. Cattle 
are not very easily taught, but when taught 
may be relied upon. Bulls are usually dan- 
gerous, because so little exefvised-and never 
fairly subjugated. To subjugate a bull, he 
must empathically be brought under the 
yoke. There isa difference in the disposi- 
tion of bulls, and while we advise no one, 
under any ctroustances, to trust a bull be- 
yond immediate control, we fully believe that 
nine-tenths of the young bulls in the coun- 
try, if put to work, would be docile and use- 
ful, and might be kept for ten or fifteen 


years, greatly to the improvement of our 
American Agriculturist.

MILK, OR PUERPERAL FEVER. 


Editor of Massachusetts Ploughman : 
I'Werid to the Ploughman the following 


communication, submitting to your judg- 
ment the propriety of publishing it in your 
columns. 

Having within a week lost two valuable 
cows, one having a calf a few hours old, and 
the other, one three days old, it becomes 
my duty tomake known to my agricultural 
brethren the probable cause of their death. 
|} As many usefu' hints have- come to me 
| through the columns of the Ploughman, for 

which | have been a subscriber nearly twenty 
years, | propose giving this information 
| through the same medium, thinking it may 
| save others from the loss I have experienced, 
and the cows from the agony incident to 
}such a death. Supposing barley would be 
; an agreeable change of food for my cows I 
| sowed some last spring, and cured it when 
| green for fodder. 
For four or five days before those cows 





dropped their calves, once a day I fed to all! 


} my cattle this barley fodder. My lost cows 


seemed perfectly well, till within a few hours | 


of their death, when they were suddenly | 
seized with great prostration of strength, 
and in less than half an hour were unable to 
| stand. 
rheir bodies were swollen before death, 
and they were evidently in great distress. | 
| Every remedy known to farriers in this vicin- 
ity proved unavailing. One of them died in 
} about four, and the other in about six hours 
after the attack. A post mortem examina- 
tion showed the small stomach to be ina 
| state of decomposition, mortification had ap- 
parently taken place. Since my loss cases | 
have come to my knowledge which seem to 
prove the death of my cows to have been 
| the result of my feeding them with barley. 
It any of your readers have knowledge from 
| observation or experience, relating to this 
| subject of feeding barley to cows at any time 
or in any way, will they). lease to publish it? 
If it is true, that the feeding of barley to 
| cows before dropping their calves is attend- 
ed with fatal results the agricultural world | 
should know it.

stove, either over a kettle of water or direct- 
ly on the stove, and let the milk heat s owly 
tik the cream becomes curly like leather. | 
Let the milk stand another day, then skim 
it. If the cream is of the right temperature | 
when put into the churn it will require but a} 
very few minutes to change it to butter. | 
This process I have followed for years, every | 
spring and fall, while the weather is cool, and 
have found it to work admirably.

WINTER FEEDING OF STOCK. 


Editor Massachusetts Ploughman : 


I have been much interested in reading the 
editorial in the Ploughman for Dec. 7th, upon 
the above subject, as also the essay of Mr. 
Ellsworth therein referred to. 

The winter care of stock is a matter of 
much importance to farmers, as the profits to 
be derived from our animals next summer, 
par‘icularly the cows, depend in a great 
measure upon how they are treated at this 
season of the year. 

The “ Barre System,” as it is called, may 
be an excellent system for some parts of the 
country, and especially where milk is pro- 
duced during the winter, but up here in Ver- 
mont, where large dairies are kept, and the 
cows are a!lowed to go dry during the winter 
month, would it be of equal advantage ? 

We have not probably so great a variety 
of feeding material here as have the farmers 
of Massachusetts. 
of cornstalks, straw and hay. 


Ours is mostly composed 
The cornstalks 
are fed out the first, in autumn, and are usu- 
ally gone by December. By this time the 
cows are mostly dry, and cold weather coming 
on, the poorest quality of hay and oat straw— 
as that of wheat ‘should never be fed in this 
part of the country, where hay is abundant 
at least—are disposed of while the best hay 
is kept until the cows again commence giving 
milk. 

Farmers here do practice this much of the 
“ Barre System,” in that they, asa usual 
thing, feed only twice a day in winter, but 
the entire meal is given all at one time in- 
stead of three. Ifthe “ Barre System” were 
followed here, it would require much more 
time to take care of the stock than is now 
devoted to this purpose, which would bea 
serious drawback to its introduction. 

I am inclined to think that if the morning 
and evening meal were divided and given at 
twice instead of once, and especially if a 
portion of good hay can be fed through 
the winter it would be better. I am trying 
this in the morning, and it works well. J 
would like to inquire what can be the object 
in giving the second feed when the first is 
only two-thirds eaten ? I should suppose that 
in this case the poorest portion—or what was 
left of it, would remain until the better was 
eaten up, which I conclude is not intended 
in this system. 

I have seen dairies of cows in this vicinity 
fed only twice a day during winter, that have 
looked remarkably well, as also those that 
have been fed three times. The first is pre- 
ferable on this account, that it effects a sav- 
ing of time. But where cows are dry three 
months, as they are usually here, and are fed 
on hay and straw during this time, should 
there be any advantage in adopting the Barre 
System in full ? Would you not, Mr. Editor, 
feed out the poorer qualities of fodder now, 
or would you leave a portion until the cows 
commence giving milk, to mix along with 
that which is better, as at this time the cows

are generally having meal in addition to good 
hay ? 

But I think it is poor economy to feed too 
much fodder of inferior quality, without giv- 
ing something as an equivalent, as roots or 
meal. But this is not practiced here to any 
@reat extent, only in spring. If we could 
bave roots, so as to be able to give a small 
quantity to each animal during winter, the 
poor fodder would be worked to much better 
advantage than now. 

I find that my calves thrive remarkably 
well on hay and a feed of swedes daily, and 
if I had sufficient for my cows too, I have no 
doubt they would be relished equally as well, 
and would produce exceilent results. 

I have a quantity of Lane’s sugar beets, 
which I intend to feed to my cows next 
| Spring in connection with meal, and I have 
| no doubt that the results will be more satis- 
| factory than in feeding meal alone.

If judgments have not already gone forth 
tothe world, which have been disgraceful to 
the Society—it has been a matter of luck. 
Shall we rely on this unstable reed for the 
future ? 

What remedy have we for such a state of 
things ? 

In the first place, it is entirely unneces- | 
sary to have more than three Judges ona 
Committee. Three Judges can do the work 
easier and quicker than a larger number. 

It is easier to find three good Judges, 
men fitted for their duties, than a larger num- 
ber. If we take care to select men who are 
thoroughly interested in the subject, on 
which they are appointed to judge, such 
persons are more likely to be present at the 
proper time, to attend to their duties. 

To secure the attendance of thé best men 
as Judges, we could with great advantage to 
ourselves, adopt the plan of paying them for 
their services. 

The New York State Agricultural Society, 

which is generally considered one of the best 
organized associations of the kind in the 
country, pay the travelling expenses of their 
Judges and also a certain sum per day for 
services. 
And by the way, the number of the Judges 
on the different Committees is generally lim- 
ited to two, and these are often from other 
states, selected with the idea of getting un- 
prejudiced and fair minded men. 

It is full time fora reform in this impor- 
tant subject, and the New England Society 
should take the lead, and thus set a good 
example for our County Societies to follow.

BEES AND THE GRAPES. 


George W. Campbell, of Delaware, Ohio, 
in a recent letter in the Ohio Farmer says: 
“The point which I wished to establish was, 
whether honey-bees were justly classed 
among the grape destroying insects, or 
whether they simply utilize the juices of the 
grape by appropriating what would other- 
wise have been lost after the skin of the ber- 
ries had been broken by some other agency. 
I have up to this time been wholly unable to 
ascertain that they ever attack a sound, un- 
broken grape, and believe they have acquired 
this reputation only by reason of being 
sometimes found in bad company. The 
wasp is furnished with a powerful and effi- 
cient saw-toothed cutting apparatus, with 
which the grape could be easily abraded ; 
but this is entirely wanting in the honey-bee, 
whose organs seem only suited to the suction 
of liquid substances. Grapes are often 
burst by over crowding on the stems, espec- 
ially if rainy weather succeeding a drought 
occurs about the time of ripening, and wasps 
and other insects will then be fourd abund- 
ant among the vines.” 

CoMPARISON OF BREEDS OF PovuLTry. 
—Isaac Lynde, of Ohio, in the Poultry 
World, describes an experiment tried by him 
last season. At the first of September he 
took ten pullets each of five breeds, each 
within a week of being six months old, and 
placed them in yards com feet square, with 
comfortable houses. For the next six months 
he kept an account of their food and egg 
production, with the following results :

BREED WALKING HORSES. 


Whether for travelling or for farm pur- 
oses a fast even walk is the best gait for a 
sowed and with such an idea the Rural 
World gives the following advice for the 
production of fast walking horses: 

Breeders should pay attention to this mat- 
ter. In selecting a stallion to breed from, 
by all means select one that can walk fast. 
A slow walking stallion will be likely to get 
slow walking colts; while the stallion that 
has a long, rapid, spirited stride, will be 
likely to Tagat colts of a similar action. 
Then there is a great dealin breeding to a 
horse with spirit and ambition. These cold 
blooded horses will beget cold blooded colts. 
The nearer you can approach the thorough 
bred, even for obtaining a fast walker, the 
better. There is game there, and spirit and 
endurance and stamina and style. There are 
the neat, bony heads and prominent eyes, 
the small ears, the capacious nostrils, the 
large lungs and chests, the well developed 
muscles, the bones as dense as ivory. Even 
for walkers, then, get the nearest to thor- 
ough 
ters, and of course, the same for runners.

PROSPECTS OF AGRICULTURE. 


Dr. J. R. Nichols in his address before 
the Mass. State Board of Agriculture, at 
Fall River, says : 


There has never been a time when soil 
cultivation, as a pursuit, was more hopeful 
We have 
just learned the important fact that an abun- 
dance of plant food has been stored up for 
our use in mines and rocks, and that we 
have only to reach out our hands and take 
all that we require. Ten years ago who 
could have dreamed even of such vast depos- 
its of potash as have been opened up to us 
at the Stassfurth salt mines in Germany. 
Some idea of the supply may be formed 
from the fact that at the present time more 
potash is furnished from these mines than 


potash were sent to market from the United 


| States and British America in 1870, and yet 
}from Stassfurth, where a dozen 


years ago 
it was not supposed that a single ton could 
be procured, 30,000 tons of the muriate of 
potash were manufactured and supplied to 
consumers upon both continents, during the 
past year. ‘The surface salts at these mines, 
which hold the potash, are practically inex- 
haustible, and millions of tons will be sup- 
plied in succeeding years. No doubt our 
own salt mines will be found upon careful 
examination to afford potash, and hence we 
may look with confidence to the rapid cheap- 
ening of this most useful product. 

Ten years ago who could have supposed 
that along the river beds upon the coast of 
South Carolina there were: millions of tons 
of rocks holding that important element of 
plant food, phosphoric acid? These rocks 
were indeed kaown, but their important 
character was not understood. The phos- 
phatic rock beds of that region extend over 
an area of several hundred square miles, and 
in some places they are twelve feet thick. It 
is estim@ted that from five hundred toa thou- 
sand tons underlie each acre. How vast is 
this supply of an agent of the highest im- 
portance to agriculture, and what a source 
of ational wealth it opens to us ! 

Two important considerations force them- 
selves upon our attention. One is, that na- 
ture has provided ample materials to supply 
all our wants. In mountains, and caverns, 
and streams, she has deposited all elements 
and combinations which are essential for our 
weil being and progress, and it is unreason- 
able and wicked to doubt regarding the 
future. The other is,that science must be 
sustained and fostered, for it holds the key 
which is alone capable of unlocking nature’s 
storehouses, and bringing forth from the 
dark recesses of earth those rich materials 
which have been provided for qur sustenta- 
tion and happiness.

NUMBER I.

Horticulture was the first man's delight 
and study. Adam’s love was no doubt un- 
bounded in his calling, yet inquisitiveness 
was an overruling passion with him; would 
that it was made a passion of the present 
day, for but few of our amateurs work for 
pleasure. 

Profit is the order of the day ; well, let it 
be so—anything to create a taste for Horti- 
culture. It is the lifelong study of a man. 
In its wonderful and mysterious workings, he 
is subdued, overpowered, and sees his own 
nothingness, while he bows in humble sub- 
mission to the infinity of the designer, for 
such maternal love which he well knows is a 
thing of life, so arranged that it never dies, 
so long as time endures. 

The whole vegetable kingdom is as much 
a thing of life as the animal kingdom, pos- 
sessing all the attributes of the animal, ex- 
cept the senses, 

In the animal, like produces like ; so in 
the vegetable ; each has its zone, each has 
its respiratory and perspiratory organs, each 
has its season of activity and rest, each has 
its time of puberty. Each carries out the 
design of the great artificer of all things, per- 
petuity, that great unknown something, life. 

The oak, giant of the forest, has its life in 
embryo in the acorn, and he, pride of the 
woods where he bursts into life from the tiny 
acorn, lies carpeted on the bosom of mother 
earth three years before he has strength to 
stand erect and hold his head toward the sky, 
and man, the giant of the animal kingdom, 
lies cradled on the bosom of his maternal 
parent for months and years; ‘each the 
weakest at birth, and of the lowest growth, 
attains the highest altitude of majesty and 
grandeur of the respective kingdom. 

Just two centuries after that band of sturdy 
fearless pilgrims set foot on the rock of Ply- 
mouth, the cultivation of fruit began to assume 
a character which its merits demanded ; be- 
fore that time, orchards were set for cider 
only. 

About the year 1825, R. Manning, Esq., of 
Salem, commenced the cultivation of pears. 
He found none in nurseries then existing in 
| this country. 





He had recourse to the woods 
for wild trees ; he found the pear to be most-

slow growers and shy bearers. It proved an 


| unprofitable experiment. He then turned his 
| atiention to Europe, and imported grafts, 
| trees and stocks, and budded from the most 
| noted English, French and Belgian nurseries. 
He established a correspondence with Dr. 
Van Mons and other noted pomologists in 
Europe, and gleaned from them the result of 
their experience. The result of his research 
placed him as the leading star in pomology 
in this country, and his star has never yet 
been eclipsed.

Atlantic s'ope of this continent. 

From Mr. Manning's small beginning a 
taste grew up, that has culminated in collossal 
nurseries of trees scattered all over the coun- 
try. He, fri m his one and a half acre lot did 
not sell trees enough to pay for hoeing. He 
doubtless did not sell as many trees yearly 
as are now sold millions, particularly pear 
trees, which he made a specialty. 

In future papers I intend giving character- 
istics of different fruits and varieties, and per- 
haps I may possess some crotches,—for what 
fruit grower does not possess them—and they 
may appear in these papers ; but I am open 
to conviction from any other pomologist and 
would gladly see his views in print. 

PRESERVING ROOTS. 

Market-gardeners and those who have a 
considerable quantity of vegetable roots to 
keep for winter use will of course pack them 
in trenches, but the family supply is usually 
kept in the cellar. When put loosely into 
bins and barrels, the roots, if the cellar be a 
dry one, become shriveled and injured be- 
fore spring. This difficulty is avoided by 
packing in dry sandy earth—the sandier the 
better. Wescrape off a cart load of soil 
from a piece that has been recently harrow- 
ed, and use this for the roots. Beets, car- 
rots, salsify, parsnips, horseradish, etc., are 
laid in boxes or barrels, as may be most con- 
veni2nt, with plenty of earth distributed 
among them. In this manner the roots are 
preserved perfectly fresh, and should any 
chance to decay, which is rarely the case, all 
odors are prevented from escaping by the 
earth. : ; 

Flower roots, such as dahlias, caladiums 
and callas, may be successfully preserved 
by the use of earth, which for them may be 
quite dry. These tropical roots not only 
need to be kept dry, but warm, and if the 
cellar is a damp one they can hardly be pre- 
served. A spare closetin a part of the 
house where there is no danger of freezing 
is preferable to acellar for these.—Agricul- 
turist. 





ROAD SAND. 


The sand obtained from turnpikes, or 
roads macadamized with any sort of granite, 
hard blue stones, very difficult to break and 

ulverize has a peculiar value. The grind- 
ing of such rocks or stones under the iron 
rimmed wheels of wagons, the wear of horse 
shoes, and the mixture of this ground 10ck 
with the manure scattered along the roads— 

roduces'a compound which is found to be 
bighly acceptible to trees and plants. The 
granite rock, we know, is rich in potash and 
silica; but it is not these elements alone 
which give this road sand its peculiar value. 
By the process of grinding and triturating 
inert substances, such as oyster shells, char- 
coal, quicksilver, we develop medicinal and 
other virtues which these substances do not 
possess in their crude form. And so it is 
supposed to be with road sand. By the con- 
stant grinding and triturating of the iron 
bound wheels and horse shoes, the commin- 
uted granite becomes prepared for the use of 
plants; and when this road sand is mixed 
well with the compost heap and saturated 
with liquid manure, it is found to help the 
efficacy of the compost in a remarkable man- 
ner. Under the influence of the road sand 
of this kind alone, it is said that when ap- 
plied to lawns, white clover is sure to spring 
up in the greatest abundance and luxuriance 
w it had never been seen before.—Gar 
dener’s Monthly.

Among the advantages our young State pre- 
sents are, rich and productive soil and 
heaithy climate ; these two united are found 
in greater perfection than in any other State. 
Among the drawbacks, and the most serious 
of all is the scarcity of wood, and it must be 
admitted that it is not very pleasant to buy 
wood and then haul it fifteen or twenty miles. 
Wood to-day brings as much in St. Paul as 
it does in Boston ; what it will be in ten years 
is serious to contemplate, unless in the mean- 
time we should discover coal. I believe that 
our Heavenly Father in his infinite wisdom 
would not have made such a beautiful coun- 
try as this without providing means to keep 
people irom freezing to death. The northern 
half of this State is better wooded and much 
better watered than the sout! ein half, end I 
believe 1s a better location for stock raising, 
on account of the large amount of wild hay 
that can be cut at a very trifling expense. 

I have noticed that those who go north never 
return to live here again, while those that 
have gone south, some of them come back 
satisfied that this is the best place. 

Lake City is now an incorporated city and 
a thriving place. I saw the first house built 
in that place. I think it will compare favor- 
ably with any town on the Mississippi river, 
and is a good place for the investment of 
capital in almost any kind of business.

Mount Pleasant, Minn., Dec. 10, 1872, 
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FORMER FIRES IN BOSTON. 


Nearly two hundred years ago—1676— 
Boston, then an infant city, was nearly de- 
stroyed by fire, forty-six dwellings, churches, 
and other public buildings falling a prey to 
the devouring element. In those days, no 
fire department was organized, but a kind 
Providence sent a copious disch of rain 
which completely extinguished the flames and 
saved the city from total destruction. After 
this conflagration, the citizens organized a 
fire department, but the efficacy of that body 
can be judged by the fact that in 1676 an- 
other tornado of fire passed over Boston, 
obliterating no less than eighty dwellings 
and seventy warehouses. The loss by this 
calamity was estimated at £200,000, a large 
sum in those days. The people of Boston 
attributed their losses to incendiaries. The 
city rapidly recovered from the effects of 
these conflagrations. In 1711, another tem- 
pest of flame swept over Boston, destroying 
one hundred edifices, and consuming the old 
church, the first erected in the city. Lives 
were sacrificed, and many persons were per- 
manently disabled by the falling ruins. ‘The 
expedient of blowing up the adjacent houses 
was resorted to, in order to save the remain- 
ing portion of the city. In this experiment, 
a number of sailors who had volunteered 
their services to save the bell of the old 
chureh were killed and wounded. 

What is known in Boston as the “Great 
Fire” broke out on the 20th of March, 
1760. This was, perhaps, the most extensive 
conflagration which swept over the “ Hub.” 
Three hundred and forty-nine buildings were 
reduced to ashes. The damage was estima- 
ted at £100,000, The’ people of England 
generously came to the aid of the sufferers, 
and liberal contributions were poured in to 
relieve the victims. 





SOWING OATS IN FEBRUARY. 


Several years since I seeded oats on the 
last snow of February. The result was the 
crop ripened two weeks earlier than that 
seeded early in the month of April, and a 
marked ditference of product in favor of Feb- 
ruary seeding was strikingly perceptible, say- 
ing nothing of the advantage gained by get- 
ting the crop in market in advance. 

Winter oats sown early in the month of 
October will ripen upwards of a month earli- 
er than that sown in April. I cannot speak 
practically, but I suppose oats like wheat and 
rye, can, by repeated seeding in the autumn, 
become sufficiently hardy to resist the winter 
frosts, and véci versa. I was told a short time 
since by an intelligent Irish farmer, that in 
Dublin county, Ireland, oats are almost exclu- 
sively sown in autumn. 

In making the experiment alluded to, I 
ploughed an acre lot of light loam in the month 
of November where potatoes were previously 
grown. The ploughing may be done at any 
time during the winter when the land is sut- 
ficiently dry and friable. In such land har- 
rowing is unnecessary from the fact that the 
freezing and thawing process renders the soil 
sufficiently level, frable and in good condi- 
| tion to receive the seed, which will be suffi- 
|} ciently covered by the porous condition of 
the land. Previous to sowing, the oats ought 
to be passed through a fapning mill, giving 
» heavy blast of wind for the purpose of sep- 
arating the light oats and weed seed from 
the heavy, well ripened oats. After the plants 
become sufficiently rooted and the soil dry, a 
harrow ought to be passed over the crop, fol- 
lowed by a roller. Previous to harrowing 
and rolling, it is advisable to sow clover and 
orchard or mixed grasses for a succeeding 
cr .
